Ration to Prapare Animal For th. Lac- 
tation Period. 
Tile care of u cow before fresheulns 
HMllly lias a very marlied Intluence 
torn tke work she w!U do during the 
mias lactation period, says Board's 
Dairyman. Cows that are run dowu 
In flesh should be Riveu a ratiou while 
dry tliat wiU build tbeat ap and pre 
pare theai for tka work of tiw maslnR 
year. 

Immediately prior to fresheniuj; the 
rations should consist of light feeds 
that are not too heating in character 
If the herd has been cared for in some 
such manner we would suugrmt that 
they be worUi-d up criKlually to ti r:i 
tion cousistiiiK of about twenty five 
imunds of com sil;ige. twenty pounds 
of roots, with IIS much clover or alstke 
liay as they care to consume twice 
each day and corn fodder once a day 
in such quantities iis will be consumed 
without unnee-essary wa.ste. 

This roUKhage could well be supple- 
mented by a Krain mixture of 300 
pounds of ground corn. 3' "J pounds 
invund oiits .Tiid 2<>o pound-* wlnMt 
bran.
